An Edmonton police con¬ 
stable was relieved of his 
patrol duties and placed 
into an administrative po¬ 
sition yesterday after be¬ 
ing accused of assaulting a 
man he arrested. 

The constable, 29-year-old 
Haoyin Zheng, was also 
charged with assault and as¬ 
sault with a weapon after a 
51-year-old man was arrest¬ 
ed for an alleged auto theft 
near 105th Avenue and 
145rd Street around 3 a.m. 


After the arrest, the man 
was taken to hospital com¬ 
plaining of pain to his ribs. 
He was treated for minor 
bruising and later released. 

Edmonton police spokes¬ 
man Jeff White says Zheng, 
who has been with the Ed¬ 
monton Police Service for 
more than two years, will 
remain in the administra¬ 
tive position “until a deci¬ 
sion is made in court.” 

“Since the matter is in the 
courts, there isn’t really 
much we can say,” said 
Wuite in a voice mail.

witnessed the alleged attack 
and it was investigated “by 
the police service’s profes¬ 
sional standards branch.” 

“No further charges are 
anticipated,” said Wuite. 

The charge comes one 
month after 3,000 signa¬ 
tures were presented the Al¬ 
berta legislature to get po¬ 
lice to stop paying officers 


who are suspended because 
of criminal charges, includ¬ 
ing impaired driving. 

Theresa Offermann said

Police Chief Mike Boyd 
later suspended Const. Dou¬ 
glas Kurtis Brown without 
pay in June. The three-year 
member was later charged 
with unsafe storage of a 
firearm, along with other 
internal police charges. 


City’s 311 
call service 
up and 
running 

municipal Edmonton resi¬ 
dents can now dial 311 to 
get their questions 
answered on everything 
from transit to city 
programs, along with pur¬ 
chasing a pet licence over 
the phone to registering a 
bylaw complaint. 

Barbara Daly, a city proj¬ 
ects and operations direc¬ 
tor, says non-English 
speaking Edmontonians 
can also take advantage of 
the new line, as all 120 
agents in the call centre 
have access to an external 
interpretive service that of¬ 
fers more than 150 
languages. 

“Citizens can call us 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week, 365 days a year, to 
get access to city products, 
services, and programs,” 
said Daly about the city-ap¬ 
proved $ 10-million line. 

The new line does not re¬ 
place 911, which is used in 
emergencies. Nor will it re¬ 
place the 211 line that resi¬ 
dents can dial when they 
need social assistance 
information, said the city. 

“ft will be clear that 311 
will be used for city servic¬ 
es,” said Daly, adding that 
agents will be well 
prepared to handle any 
call. 

Residents from neigh¬ 
bouring communities like 
Sherwood Park and St. Al¬ 
bert can access the city 
line by calling 780-422- 
5311.

West-end shooting probed 



A white Subaru was the focus of attention for Edmonton police after a man was shot in the neck in 
the city's west end early yesterday.

Police cars corralled a 
blood-splattered west- 
end parking lot yesterday 
morning, after a man was 
shot in the neck. 

Police rushed to a white 
Subaru Legacy, parked side¬ 
ways with its driver’s side 
window smashed out, in 
front of the Lizard Lounge 
on 118th Avenue and St. Al¬ 
bert Trail, around 6:30 a.m. 

Once they arrived, they 
found a man who had suf¬ 
fered a severe gunshot 
wound to the neck, and 
transported him to hospital 
for emergency surgeiy. 

The victim, who recently 
moved to Edmonton from 
eastern Canada, is well- 
known to the city’s gang 
unit, and is not co-operat¬ 
ing with police. 

Though early reports the 
victim is Somali have not 
been confirmed by police, 
members of the Somali 
community are treating 
the shooting as another vi¬ 
olent blow in as many 
weeks. 


“We try to understand 
these killings, and then an¬ 
other one happens and 
throws us offguard,” said 
Alberta Somali Community 
Centre executive director 
Mahamad Accord. “We are 
afraid and frustrated be¬ 
cause police are not catch¬ 


ing the killers. Should we 
grab guns and defend our¬ 
selves?” 

Last week, police Chief 
Mike Boyd met with 
Somali community mem¬ 
bers to assure them police 
are doing all they can 
to solve four unsolved, 


recent murders. 

“We are going to work 
with the community even 
though there is a lack of 
leadership from the city 
and police,” Accord said. 

The victim was in stable 
condition after surgery yes¬ 
terday. 


Haifa million 
needed for 
local charity 

FUNDRAISING An 

underfunded children’s 
charity bursting at the 
seams with clientele may 
have to cut staff if the spirit 
of giving doesn’t return. 

The Youth Emergency 
Shelter Society is at just 14 
per cent of its holiday 
fundraising goal, with a 
deadline in the first few 
days of the New Year. 

“We get veiy little 
government binding, and 
fundraise over 50 per cent 
of our annual budget,” said 
YES spokeswoman Sue 
Keating. “So most of the 
money we are hoping for 
goes into staffing.” 

If $498,000 is not raised 
by Jan. 16, the organization 
may have to cut jobs. 

“We can’t cut our pro¬ 
grams. We can’t risk not 
meeting the needs of the 
kids,” she said. 

The shelter can house 55 
kids each night, and has 
been operating near or at 
capacity since temper¬ 
atures have dropped.

NHL commissioner Gary Bettman told an Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon that a new arena is needed for the Oilers, 
calling it a potential "economic engine” for the city. 


Edmonton needs a new 
downtown arena to secure 
the Oilers’ long-term 
future and the rink must 
to be infused with “signifi¬ 
cant” amounts of public 
cash, said the National 
Hockey League’s commis¬ 
sioner yesterday. 

“There is no way you can 
build an arena without a 
significant public element 
in Edmonton,” said Gary 
Bettman after addressing 
business leaders at an Ed¬ 
monton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce meeting. 

Bettman told business 
leaders the team is in good 
shape, but in order to be 
successful in the future, 
the Oilers must move out 
of the “dilapidated” Rexall 
Place. 

“It’s imperative that the 
Oilers have a new build¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“It can become an eco¬ 
nomic engine. It can at¬ 
tract tourists. It is critical 
both for the future of the 
Oilers and the city.” 

When he bought the 
team, reclusive Edmonton 
drugstore billionaire Daryl 


Katz pledged $100 million 
to build new downtown 
arena. 

But a new arena com¬ 
plex will cost $450 million 
and it must be built in 
downtown Edmonton, said 


a March city report on the 
feasibility of such a proj¬ 
ect. The report said it’s 
“highly probable” that all 
levels of government and 
the private sector will have 
to make contributions.

Reports differ on 
missing UN envoy 


Confusion surrounded the 
fate of a missing Canadian 
UN special envoy in Niger 
yesterday after a dissident 
Tuareg rebel faction in the 
West African state first 
said it was holding him 
and then denied it. 

The contradictory state¬ 
ments about UN envoy 
Robert Fowler were posted 
on the website of the 
Front of Forces for Rectifi¬ 
cation (FFR), a faction 
which split from the main 
Niger Tuareg-led rebel 
group MNJ (Niger Justice 
Movement) in May. 

UN officials said Monday 
the vehicle in which 
Fowler, his Canadian aide 
Louis Guay and a local 
driver were travelling was 
found abandoned on Sun¬ 
day evening 45 kilometres

region which adhere to the 
FFR's ideals may have taken 
the Canadian diplomat, the 
FFR cannot take responsibili¬ 
ty for this act," FFR president 
Mohamed Ag Aoutchiki 
Kriska said in a statement.

Italy pursues mobsters 


Italian police said they 
launched a pre-dawn 
swoop yesterday to arrest 
100 people suspected of 
trying to rebuild the top 
ranks of the Sicilian Mafia, 
which has been weakened 
by the recent arrests of 
powerful mob leaders. 

The “Perseus” operation, 
conducted with more than 
1,200 police officers, heli¬ 
copters and anti-drug 
units, was in progress 
across Sicily and parts of 
Tuscany. 

The mobsters are being 
pursued on charges of ex¬ 
tortion, trafficking arms 
and drugs, and having 
mafia links.

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Alberta mulls $i.8B 
wind power lines 


Wind-power develop¬ 
ments planned in Alberta 
will require $1.83 billion in 
new transmission lines to 
connect the electricity to 
markets, the province’s 
system operator said yes¬ 
terday. 

The Alberta Electric Sys¬ 
tem Operator (AESO) is rec¬ 
ommending construction 
of a 240 kilovolt loop sys¬ 
tem to connect 2,700 
megawatts of electricity to 
be generated by wind farm 
projects planned for the 
province’s southern re¬ 


gions over the next decade. 

AESO said it expects the 
system to be built in three 
phases with the first stage 
expected to cost $750 mil¬ 
lion and handle 1,200 
megawatts of wind power. 
The next two phases are es¬ 
timated to cost $800 mil¬ 
lion and $280 million re¬ 
spectively and will be built 
when needed. 

The system operator said 
it expects to file for provin¬ 
cial regulatory approval of 
the transmission plan by 
the end of the year. 


If regulators approve 
the proposal, the AESO 
can ask AltaLinlc, the pri¬ 
vate company that oper¬ 
ates the bulk of Alberta’s 
electricity transmission, 
to build the new lines, 
though further regulatory 
approvals would be need¬ 
ed before construction 
could begin. 

Alberta currently has 
497 megawatts of wind¬ 
generated electricity on its 
transmission system, the 
system operator said.

Bertuzzi, Moore meet 


Todd Bertuzzi and Steve 
Moore met across a table 
Monday in Toronto as part 
of a court-ordered media¬ 
tion in a $38-million law¬ 
suit Moore filed after 
Bertuzzi grabbed him 
from behind, punched him 
in the head and landed on 
top of him during a 2004 
NHL game. 

Moore, who was a mem¬ 
ber of the Colorado Ava¬ 
lanche at the time, suffered 
three fractured vertebrae in 
his neck and a concussion 
and hasn’t played hockey 
since. “I think he’s probably 
doing as well as to be ex¬ 
pected under the circum¬ 
stances,” Toronto lawyer 
Tim Danson said of his 
client, Moore, yesterday. 
“He still has to deal with 
the loss of his dream, and 
that’s a hard thing to come 
to grips with.” 

Bertuzzi’s former coach 
Marc Crawford (then bench 
boss of the Vancouver 
Canucks for whom Bertuzzi

“All I can 
say is the mediation has tak¬ 
en place and it has conclud¬ 
ed,” the lawyer said.

Extensions for Canada Basketball coaches, with a catch 


The coaches of the 
national men’s and 
women’s basketball 
teams have been put on 
notice — win or it’s time 
to move on. 

Leo Rautins and Allison 
McNeil have been given 
contract extensions — and 
some high-powered help 
from eras when the nation¬ 
al teams were fixtures at 
the top international com¬ 
petitions — but only with 
the proviso that they get 
their teams to the 2010 
world championships.

from — as Canada Basket¬ 
ball has established a

The nine-member panel 
includes Raptors senior VP 
Maurizio Gherardini and 
a host of names from 
Canadian basketball his¬ 
tory. Three former men’s 
team coaches — includ¬ 
ing Raptors coach Jay Tri- 
ano — are included, as 
well as former women’s 
team coaches Kathy 
Shields, Don McRae and 
Sylvia Sweeney, once one 
of the top players in the 
world. Two-time NBA MVP 
Steve Nash joins the coun¬ 
cil as an “honourary 


member.” 

“To say that our basket¬ 
ball community in our 
country has been splin¬ 
tered is an understate¬ 
ment,” said Rautins. 

“To be able to put this 
council together and bring 
back people that have 
been part of the program, 
very major people in bas¬ 
ketball in this country, is 
huge.” 

Canada Basketball has 
set a goal of being top 10 in 
the world by 2012 and top 
eight by 2016 — a sizable 
leap considering the men’s 
and women’s teams failed 
to earn a berth at the 2008 
Olympics.

Avery fiasco is 
out of whack 


-his is how a neo¬ 
phyte could sum up 
the Sean Avery situ¬ 
ation: 

In the NHL, saying some¬ 
thing stupid to a media 
scrum will get you sus¬ 
pended six games and lead 
your team to essentially re¬ 
lease you. But if you hit 
somebody headfirst into 
the boards from behind (as 
Tom Kostopoulos did to 
Mike Van Ryn, giving Van 
Ryn a concussion) you get 
exactly half that suspen¬ 
sion and not cut 

Obviously, it’s a little 
deeper than that. It’s clear 
Avery’s teammates didn’t 
want him back, and that 
was ultimately the reason 
for his dismissal. 

That’s fine. 

But on another level, the 
summary is still 100 per 
cent correct. The hypocrisy 
of the NHL is one of the 
many reasons the sport 
has at times trailed poker 
and women’s college soft- 
ball in U.S. TV ratings. I’m 
not calling out Kostopou¬ 
los, either — his hit wasn’t 
deliberate, but it was ar¬ 
guably careless and did 
cause a serious injury. 

Meanwhile, nothing Av¬ 
ery has done — seeing as 
his persona non grata sta¬ 
tus is also the result of his 
laundry list of antics — 
ever threatened brain dam¬ 
age on another human be¬ 
ing. 

Let me be clear that I’m 
not defending what Avery 
said. At best, it was juve¬ 
nile, at worst, misogynis- 
tic. When he called out the 
league for not having stars 
marketable in the U.S. last 
summer, of course he was 
smug and condescending. 
But he had a point. 

It’s no secret that the 
culture of hockey is vastly 
different from that of any 
other sport. That culture 
led Brendan Shanahan to 
once say there could never 
be a Dennis Rodman in the

NHL. The Worm was prob¬ 
ably an extreme example, 
but he was absolutely 
right. 

And that’s part of the 
reason why the NHL will 
continue to toil in the U.S. 
marketplace during a re¬ 
cession with a national TV 
deal that doesn’t even 
guarantee it money. 

To suspend a player and 
then have the team get rid 
of him — for saying some¬ 
thing that in any other 
sport would likely result in 
a fine and nothing else — 
may look wonderfully 
moralistic, but for an en¬ 
tertainment business to 
play the high horse in a so¬ 
ciety where prime-time TV 
features everything from 
horny teenagers on the up¬ 
per east side of Manhattan 
to women opening the bid¬ 
ding on their sexual orien¬ 
tation doesn’t wash. 

Especially when you are 
running the only team 
sports league on the planet 
where fist-fighting is an 
encouraged part of the 
game. 

When Ron Artest went 
into the stands in Detroit 
four years ago and ignited 
the brilliantly christened 
Malice at the Palace, it was 
widely viewed as the dark¬ 
est moment in NBA histo¬ 
ry. Yet ’70s-era video of 
Mike Milbury going into 
the stands and beating a 
fan with his own shoe is to¬ 
day considered hysterical. 

The differences in reac¬ 
tion raise some sociologi¬ 
cal issues I don’t have 60 
pages to get into, but one 
aspect of it is clear. 

The NHL doesn’t have its 
priorities straight. 
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The MINI E is an all-electric 
two seater that has a range of 
about 150-plus miles with a 
top of speed of about 150 km/h. 


Future’s electric 

MINI E impresses at auto show

The MINI stand at the Los 
Angeles Auto Show is one 
of the last places I expect¬ 
ed to find one of the 
biggest green car stories 
of the year, but that’s what 
the MINI E is now. 

While the Chevy Volt is 
still months, and perhaps 
now years away, BMW, 
which owns MINI, presented 
the electrically powered MI¬ 
NI E to the global media for 
the first time in Los Angeles. 

Not merely a concept car, 
500 MINI E vehicles will be 
shipped to California, New 
York and New Jersey for 
testing with private and 
corporate customers. 

The MINI E’s electric 
drive produces a peak pow¬ 
er of 204 hp and 162 lb/ft of 
torque that is routed to the 
front wheels through a sin¬ 
gle-stage helical gearbox. 

On the street, the MINI E 
goes from 0-100 km/h in 
8.5 seconds with an elec¬ 
tronically limited top 
speed of 152 km/h. 

Range is subjective but 
with 58 per cent power in 
the batteiy, I was told that 
was good for about 100 
miles which I assume meant 
in-town, not highway. 

The MINI E is based on 
the current hatchback 
model but will be offered 
only as a two-seater be¬ 
cause the massive lithi¬ 
um-ion battery pack takes 
up the entire back seat 
and most of the rear car¬ 
go space leaving room for 
a small carry-on bag or 
two. 

The lithium-ion storage 


unit has a maximum capaci¬ 
ty of 35 kilowatt hours 
(kWh) and transmits energy 
to the electric motor as di¬ 
rect current at a nominal 
380 volts. 

The rechargeable batteiy 
is made up of 5,088 cells 
grouped into 48 modules. 
These modules are packaged 
into three batteiy elements 
that are compactly arranged 
inside the MINI E. 

According to the people I 
spoke with, a full recharge 
draws a maximum of 28- 
kilowatt hours of electricity 
from the grid. Roughly 
speaking, a kilowatt-hour 
translates into 5.4 miles for 


a total of about 150-plus 
miles depending on your 
driving habits. 

A car like this in the city 
makes a believer in an elec¬ 
tric future out of anyone. 
But Los Angeles is one thing 
and Canada is another. 

How it would perform in 
the winter with the heater 
and lights on would be an is¬ 
sue, as anyone with electric 
heat at home will tell you. 

But the great thing about 
the MINI E, and the 
“green” cars at the Los An¬ 
geles Auto Show, is that 
something is being done 
and there is a future for the 
automobile.

Getting an eyeful at 
NYC’s Museum of Sex 



The Museum of Sex — MoSex, for short — in New York City 
takes a scholarly approach to its subject. 


This institution 
brings a whole 
new meaning 
to 'too much

W hile Man¬ 
hattan is 
home to 
dozens of 
cultural 

museums dedicated to 
high-brow art, it has only 
one cultural institution 
where you can fondle a 
love doll, watch panda 
porn and learn about the 
sexual habits of the honey 
bee. 

The Museum of Sex, 
which opened in 2002, 
claims to be the most 
“stimulating museum in 
New York.” You can find a 
handful of sex museums 
scattered across Europe 
and Asia, but this one 
favours information rather 
than just titillation — 
specifically, it aims to “pre¬ 
serve and present the histo¬ 
ry, evolution and cultural 
significance of human sex¬ 
uality.” 

Since the Museum of 
Sex, a.lc.a MoSex, is set to 
spice up its permanent col¬ 
lection, I figured this was a 
good time to check it out. 

The first — and certainly 
most interesting — of its 
three galleries contains an 
exhibit called The Sex Lives 
of Animals. Strolling 
amidst photo displays and 
anatomically correct stat¬ 
ues of creatures mid-coitus, 
I learn that plenty of ani¬ 
mals mate for reasons oth¬ 
er than procreation. 

Apparently, they engage 
in all sorts of acts for pleas¬ 
ure — just two of more 
memorable pursuits I 
learned about involved the 
West Indian manatee and 
the Gray whale, both of 
which indulge in some re-

markable group activities. 

The exibit also illustrates 
how prevalent homosexu¬ 
ality is in nature. It’s a form 
of social bonding, affection 
and courtship that has 
been documented in over 
500 species, including li¬ 
ons, penguins and pri¬ 
mates. 

I walked past a wall of 
tapir, ostrich and killer 
whale genitalia to the next 
exhibit, called Action: Sex 
and the Moving Image. 
This selection of media 
clips looks at the history of 
sex on film, from 
metaphorical movies dat-

ing back to the 1930s 
through burlesque flicks 
and modern day pornogra- 
phy. 

Surprisingly, the most 
shocking things I saw were 
Pamela Anderson and Paris 
Hilton’s explicit sex tapes. 
With videos like these, it’s 
no wonder that visitors 
have to be at least 18 years 
old to enter the museum. 

I dragged myself from

Pesto-Coated Pork 
Chops 

INGREDIENTS: 

6 oz(i 75 g) eggless noodles 

2 cups (500 mL) fresh basil 
leaves 

3 garlic cloves, peeled 
1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 

1/2 tsp (2 mL) freshly ground 
black pepper 

2 tbsp (25 mL) plain dry bread 
crumbs 

2 tbsp (25 mL) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

4 centre-cut pork loin chops 
(1/2 inch/i cm thick, about 4 
oz/125 g each) 

METHOD: 

1 . Prepare noodles according to 
package directions. Drain and 
keep hot. Meanwhile, preheat 
broiler. 

2 . Put basil, garlic and a pinch 
each of salt and black pepper 
in food processor. Pulse until 
roughly chopped. Add bread 
crumbs and process 30 seconds 
until well blended. 

3 . With motor running, slowly 
add oil through feed tube until 


pureed. Set aside. 

4 . Coat large heavy ovenproof 
skillet and broiler rack with 
nonstick cooking spray. Set 
skillet over high heat until 
very hot but not smoking. 
Sprinkle both sides of chops 
with remaining salt and black 
pepper. Saute chops until 
browned, about 1 minute on 
each side. Remove from heat. 
Spread chops on both sides 
with pesto and transfer to 
broiler pan. 

5 . Broil chops until pesto is 
slightly darker and juices run 
clear, about 2 minutes on each 
side. Divide noodles evenly 
among 4 plates and top with a 
pork chop.
